SCATHING SPEECH 
BY MR. CHURCHILL. 


Ahmedabad, Yesterday.

The conviction that the result 
of the Indian round table confer. 
ence will almost certainly be con- 
fusion worse than confounded 
was recorded by Mr. Winston 
Churchill in a speech at Minster, 
Kent,'in the ‘course of ‘which he 
strongly criticised ‘the -Govern- 
ment’s record, especially in the 
handling of Indian affairs. 


Myr, Churchill referred at the 
outset to the North West Fron- 
tier and declared that the Afridi, 
invasion marked the lowest ebb 
hitherto of British authority in 
India. He said that it almost 
seemed as-if thé same spirit of 
defeatism in. high. places which 
was rapidly throwing India inte 
chaos, hag, paralysed military 
action in Peshawar, 

‘Mr. Churchill described the 
“abject foolish” ‘exclusion of Sir 
John Simon from the round table 
conference, in the hope of placat- 
ing the: “malevolent fanatic,” 
Gandhi. . ; , 

Mr. Churchill concluded that no, 
proposal for Dominion status in 
India: would pass -eyen the pre- 
sent House of Commons. 

Referring to Egypt: - Mr. 
Churchill said that the Foreign 
Office, by a continual interference 
in Egyptian affairs, seemed en- 
deavouring to produce an impossi- 
ble situation. “One would almost 
think -that they are’ trying to 
breed civil war in Egypt as you 
might breed serpents at the Zoo,”

DUTCH INDIES, 


SURPLUS OF EXPORTS OVER 
“~~ IMPORTS.

The annual ‘general meeting of 
the British Chamber of Commerce 
for the Netherlands East Indies, 
of 141-145, Abbey House, Victoria 
Street, Westminater, S.W., waa 
held on July ‘10, in the Council 
Room of the Rubber Growers’ As- 
sociation, 2-4, Idol Lane, E.C. 

The Chamber is a practical 
organisation which has been of 
proved usefulnesa in the develop- 
ment of trade relations with the 
Netherlands’ East Indies and the 
marketing there of British Empire 
goods, Its work,-which during the 
past year showed further progress, 
keeps prominently to the fore- 
ground that the N.EJ. merchanta, 
with whom the Chamber ia In close 
touch, form the necessary link be- 
tween consumer and the factory. 

Major the Hon. L. H. Cripps, 
C.B.E., (chairman of the Council), 
speaking of the trade of the 
Netherlands. East Indies for the 
year, safd that that. market like 
other Far Eastern markets, suffer- 
ed from the general world’condi- 
tiéns. Though there was a moder- 
ate trade during “the first half- 


“| year, thereafter'there was a de- 


cided tendency to decrease accom- 
panied by a heavy fall ‘in the 
prices of practically every article 
of export’ and of imported atocks, 
crop failures, disorganisation of 
finance, © distorted’ 
failures among dealers. . 

Unfortunately, these condition’ 
ad continued during the first half 
of 1930 and showed no immediate 
sign of any material improvement. 
Imports jn 1929 increased to 1,168 
million guilders, while exports de- 
creased for the second consecutive 
year to 1,481 million guilders, the 
‘lowest figures since 1928. . The 
surplus: of exports , over imports 
was down to 318 million guilders, 
the lowest . figure’ since the im- 
mediate post-War ‘period. Unfor- 
tunately, food crops were poor, 
necessitating a considerable’ im- 
‘portation of rice, with’ a conse- 
quent reduction in the purchasing 
power of the natives. : 

Owing to’ the reduced earnings 
of the native as a result of bad 
crops and the heavy fall in the 
price of exports, the country had 
turned for imports to those places | ; 
where the stafdard of living ap- 
proximates to’ its own, ‘and there 
had been an increase in the trade’ 
with Asia of 8 per cent. and a 
corresponding fall of 6 per ‘cent. 
in the trade with Europe. Tho 
trade from Great Britain showed 
an actual decrease in value for the 
first time for. many years.”

June 8, trying to. defraud the 
customs and attempting to bribe 
2 Customs officer at Folkestone, 
Marder, pleaded guilty except to 
the charge of attempted bribery. 
Marder was followed from Vic-’ 
toria to Euston by two Customs 
officers and when his luggage was 
examined it was found to con- 
tain two body ‘belts constructed 
to hold several hundred watches 
each and a suitcase’ with an in- 
genious false bottom.

The berty which Parisian 
motorists have enjoyed for so many 
years of leaving: their ‘cars unat- 
tended for any length of time in 
any of the city streets has now, 
been withdrawn by _ order of 
the | Prefect. In a central 
varound the | Opera, 
the Gare St,°* Lazare, ‘and 
‘the Madeleine it is not permitted 
to leave cars unattended between 
9 am. and noon from 2 to 7 p.m. 
An inadequate number of parking 


‘stations, has been provided, some 


of these being free and others call- 
ing’ for a payment. per hour, per 
day, or per year, the matter being 
left entirely to the choice of the 
‘motorist. °
